Introduction ! 

1« As a result of the inforrcation rooeiTed that I5AIC5L is a war criaiinal and 
that differences, between •fee French and Danish gevemmente would fttake a= clandestine 
croaeing «f the yrnnco-^pansih frontier very difficult, it was decided that MARCEL 
should be arrested. 



2. Flaiis had already been made to enable MARCEL to eacppe to Spain. British s-C.j. 
hart obtained through Belgian *iirete a false Belgian identity card in the noiae of 
DERfCOi, bearing the genuine official stan^ of lotimal and through British Mission 
to Beigiu£l> a genuine SHAEJ* travel Permit to Fau in the asBie name . These documents 
FRANK had sold to MAHGSL, explaining that he had been able to obtain them elendestlne 
ly throi\gii Blach Marllet eoauaintances » British £*C*I, bed also arranged for a 
military lo:;Ty, laden with empty wine bottles, to go to iordeaux. FRANK had told 
mi ARf^ - that he knew the driver of a military lorry going to Bordeaux who was pre- 
pared to take iiARBSL as a passenger. 

3 . It was agreed to continue with the escape plena, jaodlfiod to allow for the 

arrest. British S.t'*!. would grange for s special traffic control check near the 
Franco-Belgian border on the ^ournai Lille road, For this purpose H.ct. L-of C 
provided two L/Cple of C and a Provost jeep and Belgian Surete lent a 

Marechal de Logls of the Gexidermaris . 



The arrest had to satisfjr the following conditions 

a) must not have the least suspicion that he had been betrayed by FHANfc. 

b) Nona of MARCEL 'a nlations or friends must know of the arrest. 

c) His arrest must appear te be purely incidental and tne natural result of 
a routine check. 

d) He maat be arrested sa a Belgian end must be given no indication that he 
was known to be of German naticnality. 

e) He must, in aome way, be made to admit thst he was Gercian within 24 hours 

of his arrest. If the period were longer then the Belgian polios authorities 
BGuld be forced to tales a proees verbal which would' cause difficulties for 
them ever tho .false identity card. 

f) The SHASF travel permit must be taken from MARCEL at the tiire of arrest in 
whst would seem to be a perfectly normal majmer . 

K. All personnel concerned were briefed on 9 Agusut 1943 the operation wes 
rehearsed at the place selected for the traffic check. The C.M.P. were to concen- 
trate bn the irregularities coaniitted by the driver of the vehicle, i.e. carrying 
a civilian, wine bottles , and petrol jerricans without authority, and then to 
arrest him. They were to fii»d in order tixe documents carried by the civilian but 
pass him to the Belgian gendarme, who would find seme small irregularity in the 
documents. If MARCEL did not admit (a) that he was a German or (b) that he wanted 
to see a Belgian officer, he must be taken to ^^umal as a Belgian for fiirther 
investigation. The Commissaire de Police of '^oumai was briefed on the role he mi$^t 

have to play. He must interrogate MARCEL pxxrely on the ixegularities of his Identity 
Card end try to force a confession of Ger*?jen nationality. 
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The Arrest 

1* At 0830 hooirs on 10 Agusut 1945 » * militazy lorry (driven by Staff ^rgcant 

WALKER of 106 S.C.I* Diiit ) was caiting outside Etterbeek station in Bnissels* 

FRATJE: end intAHQir.L were waitiixg and MAR3EL was introduced to the driver •‘jTCCK". 

MARCEL wished t o ride with the driver, but in sign language And pidgin English 
he was told to ride in the back* % tipped the driver 3^0 francs and was then 
closed in in the "bsck the lorry, which drove off in the normal way oh the 
journey# About IO50 hours, the loiuy arrived near the Franc o* Belgian fr^tier on 
the road to Lille. A traffic control was in operation and a militaiy staff car 
was helf up and being checkad by the Belgian gendanoe# The lary was stopped and 
the driver's documchtB examined by one of the C#E#P#s while the other locked ihtn . 
the back of the vehicle# A civilian was inside waving Identity documenta# X e was 
made to get out of the truck, and his SBABF pass was examined and returned to him 
as being in erdor. The Gendarme was then called back from the ear he was examining, 
he took over the examination of the civilian identity papers^ In the meantime, 
the driver had been brought to the back of the vehcile to expalln vby he was 
carrying s civilian, cases of wine and jerricans of petrol without authority# As he 
had no explanation, he wasput under arrest and his vehlole iBg>ounded# 



2 m The Gendeime hod found a Bxsall fault in MARCEL'S identity card and aak»d him 
if he T^ould rni«d going to Toumai, which was near by, so that the matter coiild be 
cleai^d up# MARCEL wee taken in a military jeep to Toumai, where he was left in 
the Qendaimerie waiting rocm for a period of about i houvahile checking was going on# 



3 . MARCEI. was then summoned to see the Cnomlssaire de Police, who quite gently 
and politely explained that there seemed to be no record of a person named BEHTCEE 
in the eity register# MARCEL pi$x‘sid;ed for some twenty minutes that ^e was a Belgain 

liviiig in Tourani, but natural ly his answers to questions were so illogloial . that 
he was at lest forced to coitfess that he was a uerman Sgt. who had desereted frcm 

the German anay in May 1945* ^ g®^ve ^ perticulara of his life in the axmor, 
until the Ccmnlssaire , having said 'It is no crime to be a Gerrasn’, eaid that he 
must turn MARCEL over to the British authcrities# He was piaecd in a locked room 
during the lucnh hour end at 143^ hours was manacled to a jeep send taken to Brussels, 
where he was delivered to G#S#L#0.(B) end by him to 50 F#S# Section# 



4-# After a decent interval, MAICEL was called for inteirogat ion and told that ^ he 
was a German wearing civilian clothes, he would have to have an intelligence interro- 
gation to discover his exact identity before he could be passed to a P.O#^# cage. Bis 
was therefore taken normslly through his life at cry, with special attention paid to 
his military career. The story was eo lnqjosslhle that the interrogator asked for 
pezmisaion to show hla disbelief of the. story and tried to break AURCEL. 



5» Thlif he did quite easily at about 5030 hours, when MARCEL admitted that he waa 
Marcel ZSQUJNEE of the S#^* For the sake of appearances, the interrogator continued 
to take down MARCEL *s story, but had made no report# On Monday I3 August 1945, MARCEL 
was handed over to Bst# C,S.D.I.C# at Liest (Captain McAllister), where he will he 
treated as an ordinary Sii officer. 



6. AFter MAHCET.. had been arrested and taken away, a packet containing jewellry and 
money was found hidden in the lorry. These articles have been passed on to C#S#D»I#C# 

7, At the time of the arrest the SEAEF travel permit was taken wway by one of the 
C#M.P,s end it has now been returned to the issuing authority# 




•• i; T5ie actors in the ccanedy played their' per ts extremely well, and it aeens 
frika. the evidence sc far received that hl&lKUL has no idea that his arrest was 
j^-rpmed and that he believee it to have been the sequence of a nozwl road check 
i'^y tlie British and Belgian police. It is hoped that confinaat ion of this will 
frotc the C.S.DI.C. interrogation report. 
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
